Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1 - 8 and 1 1 - 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gandel et al. (6,593,734). 

As to claim 1, Gandel et al. (hereinafter Gandel) discloses an angular position 
sensor including at least one stator (3, 4, fig. 1 and 1 1) and one rotor (35), the space 
between the said stator (3, 4) and the said rotor (35) defining over substantially 360 
degrees a main air gap (7) in which there move at least two magnetic poles (8, 28) of 
alternating polarities, the said stator (3, 4) being provided with at least one secondary 
air gap (9, fig. 1 ) in which there is placed at least one magnetosensitive element (10), 
characterized in that the said stator (3, 4) is composed of two pole shoes (3, 4) having 
angular widths that are substantially equal to 120 degrees and 240 degrees 
respectively, and in that the two magnetic poles (8, 20) each have an angular width 
substantially equal to 120 degrees (Note fig. 1 , 2 and 1 1 ). 

As to claim 2, Gandel discloses that the rotor (5, fig. 2) is situated in the interior 
of the stator (3, 4). 

As to claim 3, Gandel discloses that the rotor (35, fig. 1 1) is situated on the 
exterior of the sensor (3, 4). 

As to claim 4, Gandel discloses that the aforesaid two magnetic poles (8, 28) are 
radially magnetized adjacent magnets. 

As to claim 5, Gandel discloses that the sides of the secondary air gap (9) are 
oriented radially. 

As to claim 6, Gandel discloses that the sides of the secondary air gap (9) are 
oriented in the same direction. 
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As to claims 7 and 8, Gandel discloses that the sides of the secondary air gap (9) 
are mutually parallel. 

As to claim 1 1 , Gandel discloses that the rotor (35) and the stator (3, 4) are 
disposed axially. 

As to claim 12, Gandel discloses that the magnetic poles (8, 28) are adjacent 
disc-shaped magnets that are magnetized axially. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gandel et al. (6,593,734). 

As to claims 9 and 10, Gandel discloses that the magnetic poles (8) is partially 
embedded in the yoke (5) (col. 5, lines 59 - 60). Gandel does not explicitly disclose that 
at least one of the magnetic poles is glued to the rotor or an integral part of the rotor. 
However, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify the applicants device with the teachings of Gandel to partially 
embed the magnet in the rotor or glue the magnet to the rotor or make the magnet 
integral part of the rotor to effectively secure the magnet and the rotor together.

Claims 13 - 1 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
